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THE YEAR AHEAD

Our national welfare demands that’ 
the ordinary citizen be able to get books, newspapers, and 
other sources of knowledge about the world he lives in. A 
fully informed citizenry is essential to the defense of our 
freedom and the building of a lasting peace.”

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COOPERATION BETWEEN STATE LIBRARY 
AGENCIES AND STATE LIBRARY ASSOCIATIONS

I should like to begin by considering the difference in function 
between the state library association in any state and the state library 
agency. 

The state library association is official in that it is organized and 
has its official officers and functions. But it is organized on an 
entirely voluntary or volunteer basis. It is usually, although some state 
associations are more fortunate, an unpaid staff. It is a changing group 
of people coming into office and going out of office with rapidity, 
although there is usually some arrangement for a hold-over for con- 
tinuity. 

All types of library services are usually represented in the state 
association. There is a flexibility, then, a volunteer aspect, and a 
volunteer leadership factor. 


The state library agency, on the other hand, is official in the 
sense that it is an official agency of the state government. It has a 
paid staff, thereby ensuring a continuity of staff and program over a 
number of years. It usually includes specific areas of library activity. 


There are five such areas of activity found in all states: (1) law, 
(2) legislative reference, (3) general reference and circulation serv- 
ice, (4) library extension, and (5) history and archives. They are 
organized in 48 different patterns and most of us have to go to some 
reference book, like the Book of the States, to look them up. Even 
the recently compiled report of the National Association of State 
Libraries is not entirely conclusive. A committee of ALA is also 
arranging for a survey of the 48 state library agencies in all of these 
five areas of activity. 


So in any given state there is an official responsibility for a defi- 
nite type of service residing in one or five state agencies which makes 
for a certain continuity with a certain rigidity of operation. The lead- 
ership responsibility is set by law, and at any given moment it is 
perfectly clear what the responsibilities of any specific state agency 
are. 


Miss Ridgway has kindly given the ARIZONA LIBRARIAN permission to print 
these remarks as tape-recorded and transcribed from the general session of 
the Illinois Library Association meeting in Peoria, October 19, 1950, at 
which they were given. 
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Therefore, you see, the two groups have a difference in their 
approach. The state agency carries out the legal and professional obli- 
gations as they are laid on it at any given moment, although it also 
tries to improve the situation and to have a certain amount of self- 
evaluation. 


The state association changes its program more quickly, perhaps, 
to meet current needs, sometimes evaluating, supporting, criticizing, 
strengthening, as it sees the particular need according to whatever 
officials may be in power at any time. 


Time doesn’t permit me to go into detail about just how the 
two groups can cooperate, but I should like to mention several general 
ways in which they should cooperate, and in several areas. 


One is in strengthening the state library service at the state level. 
There are, as I say, the various state library activities as discovered by 
this questionnaire of the National Association of State Libraries and 
the committee of the ALA. I am sure that the new Federal Library 
Service Bill is going to emphasize the strengthening of the state 
agency in all states, and, of course, the survey of the Illinois State 
Library for which the General Assembly appropriated $12,000 is 
aimed in that direction. The State Association should cooperate in 
any way possible to make that survey most effective. 


The improvement and extension of library service throughout 
the state is the second area in which there should be cooperation. 
There should be cooperation with both the State Library's Extension 
program and with the State Department of Education’s program for 
strengthening state library service within the schools. The Public 
Library Inquiry brings out the fact that the head of a state library 
agency should eventually be strengthened to be on a par with the presi- 
dent of the state university, and that there should be a coordination not 
only of public library services at all levels, but of different types of 
library services within the state college, school, public and special. 


A third area in which the state association and state agency 
should cooperate in their emphasis is in clarifying the responsibilities, 
both governmental and financial, at the local, state and even federal 
level. That is to say, we need to take new thought about the inade- 
quacy of the local real estate tax in providing library service, the role 
of the district library program, its strengths and weaknesses, the need 
for state aid, and whether it should be only on a demonstration basis 
or a direct continuing state aid to individual libraries, or perhaps 
even state contracts with such libraries as the Chicago Public Library, 


or the Springfield, Peoria, or other libraries, for service to their sur- 
rounding metropolitan areas. 


{In the fourth place, librarianship as a profession needs to be 
emphasized with the recognition of the need for general and profes- 
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sional education on the part of the librarians doing a good profes- 
sional job and recognizing the public library as an agency for infor- 
mation and education in the community. True, recreation has its place 
as one of the library's functions, but it should be distinguished from 
mere entertainment. 


Fifth, there should be a clear recognition of the requirements 
for library leadership, not only the educational, the academic, the 
professional requirements, but the personality requirements for library 
leadership. Here the library school as well as the state association and 
the state agency have a responsibility. Of course workshops, insti- 
tutes and district meetings are all involved, and there has been coopera- 
tion in this area. In this connection I want to stress the need both for 
recruiting and for a more thoroughgoing certification system. 


As a sixth and final area in which there should be cooperation, 
I want to urge again the necessity for the mobilization _of lay partici- 
pation and support of library programs. I think there is no question 
that the Federal Library Demonstration Bill failed by as few votes 
as it did because the people generally were not behind it. It has been 
criticized in many quarters as a librarians’ bill of interest to librarians 
only. The defeat of this bill proves again that we must have board 
members and other lay people sufficiently aroused and interested in 
library programs if we are going to have the support for them that 
we should have. In his volume, The Public Library in the Political 
Process, published as part of the Public Library Inquiry, Dr. Garceau 
points out very clearly how far most public library boards fall short 
of taking their full responsibilities for even the programs of their 
own libraries, quite apart from state and national planning. It is up 
to those in strategic library positions within the state to find ways in 
which library board members and other laymen can be brought to- 
gether and encouraged to think more vitally than they are now think- 
ing about library programs in areas of need. 





AAUW TAKES UP LIBRARY EXTENSION PROBLEMS 


The statewide organization of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, consisting of twelve Arizona branches, will hold a 
workshop in Scottsdale on October 26-27, 1951, during which one 
morning session will be devoted to a panel discussion on problems 
of library extension. Participants will include AAUW members, 
school representatives, librarians, and legislators.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
THE ARIZONA STATE LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The Twenty-Second annual convention of the Arizona State 
Library Association was held in the University of Arizona Library, 
Tucson, Friday and Saturday, March 30 and 31, 1951. 


The first general session convened in Room 101 at 2 p.m., March 
30, with Mr. Donald M. Powell, President, calling the meeting to 
order. After extending twenty-fifth anniversary (1926-1951) greet- 
ings to members and friends, Mr. Powell introduced the Association's 
special guests: Mr. Edmon Low, President, Southwestern Library 
Association; and Mrs. Charlotte Gaylord, President, New Mexico 
Library Association. 


The President then called upon Mrs. Dixie Thompson, Chair- 
man, for the report of the Nominating Committee. Officers nomi- 
nated for the year 1951-52 were: 


President—Miss Marie Siedentopf, Librarian, Maricopa 
County Free Library, Phoenix 

First Vice-President—Mr. Jackson C. Carty, Reference 
Librarian, University of Arizona Library, Tucson 

Secretary—Miss Gertrude Thayer, Cataloger, Maricopa 
County Free Library, Phoenix 

Treasurer—Mrs. Lou E. Key, Librarian, Monroe School, 
Phoenix 


Mr. Powell then turned the meeting over to Mr. Ben Slack, 
Program Director, Radio Station KVOA, Tucson, who acted as mod- 
erator of the panel discussion on the subject “Can We Afford Comic 
Books?” which followed. Other members of the panel were: Mr. 
Hamilton Catlin, Tucson attorney, speaking on “Comic Books and 
Juvenile Delinquency”; Mrs. Lorraine Beim, author of children’s 
books, speaking on “Comic Books vs. Good Reading”; Mr. Bela Mihle- 
thaler, former news dealer, speaking on “The Business Side of Comic 
Books”; Mrs. Dixie Thompson, Librarian, Osborn School, Phoenix, 
speaking on “Comic Books and the School Library”; Mr. Dick Calkins, 
creator of Buck Rogers, speaking on “The Case for the Cartoonist”; 
and Mrs. Laura Ganoung, Coordinator of Elementary School Testing, 
Tucson Public Schools, speaking on “The Child’s Reaction to Comic 
Books.” Following the discussion among panel members after their 
individual remarks, the moderator allowed questions and statements 
from the floor. The panel closed with the moderator’s summation. 


The first general session adjourned at 4 p.m. 
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The second general session convened in Room 101 at 2 pm. 
March 31, with Mr. Powell again presiding. 

The President opened the meeting by presenting to the member- 
ship an accounting of his stewardship of the Association’s affairs for 
the year just ending. He stated that statewide extension of library 
services through the State Department of Library and Archives, as 
established by law, was still the goal sought and that all efforts during 
the year had been cast in that direction. He spoke of the many meet- 
ings of the Executive Board, of the conferences with the Director 
of the State Library, of the trips made throughout the southern part 
of the state to attend community meetings, of the San Antonio meet- 
ing with members of Southwestern Library Association’s Extension 
Committee, and of the many legislative contacts established during 
the year. He reiterated the Association’s determination to continue 
its campaign in spite of the failure of the current legislation, and 
spoke hopefully of the increasing response among citizens of the 
state to our program. 

Mr. Powell then called upon Miss Gertrude James, Chairman, 
to report in more detail of the work of her Legislative Committee. 
Miss James reported at some length on the preparation of the bill 
and the strategy determined upon in cooperation with the Director 
of the State Library. Publicity pamphlets were prepared and distrib- 
uted throughout the state. The proposed budget, setting forth in 
detail the expenditures covered by the appropriation called for, was 
published in the January 1951 issue of the ARIZONA LIBRARIAN. The 
bill, known as H-B. 73, was introduced into the Twentieth Legisla- 
ture by Mr. Max Connolly. On February 27, the Association was 
granted a hearing by the Education Committee to which the bill 
had been assigned. Members attending were Mrs. Patience Golter, 
Mr. Mulford Winsor, President Powell, Miss Patricia Paylore, and 
Miss James. The bill was reported out of this Committee, following 
the hearing, but failed later to be brought out of the Appropriations 
Committee. This was in spite of another hearing, attended by Mrs. 
Gertrude Burt, Miss Lela Burns, Mr. William Bartels, President Pow- 
ell, and Miss James, which was held before the Appropriations Com- 
mittee on March 6. Although Mr. Winsor later asked for a hearing 
to present a supplementary request to his own budget for the amount 
requested in the bill, this was not granted. Miss James paid tribute to 
the many citizens and organized groups in the state who went on 
record in support of library extension, and to the membership of the 
Association who devoted so much time, effort, and personal funds to 
carry out the 1950-51 campaign. 

Miss Dorothy Burge, reporting for the Chairman, Mrs. Margaret 
McGowan, then read the report of the Certification Committee. The 
Committee met on May 20, 1950, with Mr. Fred W. Miller, Director 
of Certification of the Arizona State Department of Public Instruction, 
to discuss the possibility of certification for librarians. His sugges- 
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tions, plus those of the Committee, were incorporated into recom- 
mendations which were presented to the State Board of Education 
at its summer meeting and also at the fall meeting, at which time the 
Board voted to take no action. On March 17, 1951, the State Advisory 
Committee on Certification met and moved that the matter of librarian 
certification “be referred for further study and that no action be taken 
at this time.” The Committee stated that it hoped the Association 
membership would continue to work to educate the public and school 
officials to the need for certification of school librarians. 

Mrs. Frances Creighton, Chairman, then reported for the Mem- 
bership Committee, stating that a total of 135 paid members was 
recorded for the year, an all-time high. 

Mrs. Delores Belk, Treasurer, reported total receipts for the year 
1950-51, up to convention time, were $1,137.38, total disbursements 
$943.53, leaving a balance of $193.85. 

Miss Patricia Paylore, Editor, ARIZONA LIBRARIAN, reported on 
printing costs and advertising revenue for the five issues published 
since she assumed this position and asked for more cooperation from 
the membership in securing articles for publication. 

Mr. Powell then called upon Miss Paylore to present the pro- 
posed schedule of membership dues for 1951-52 as set forth in the 
January 1951 issue of the’ ARIZONA LIBRARIAN. Stating that the 
Association must find additional sources of revenue to finance its 
operations, outside of the LIBRARIAN which is almost self-supporting, 
Miss Paylore asked that the schedule be adopted for a trial period to 
compare income with that derived under the present schedule, and 
that if it failed to produce a sufficient increase, it could be abandoned 
by vote of the membership at the next annual meeting. On motion 
by Miss Paylore, which was seconded by Miss Jane Hudgins, the 
proposal carried, 33 to 4, to become effective immediately for payment 
of 1951-52 dues. 

The President then introduced Mrs. Charlotte Gaylord, President 
of the New Mexico Library Association, who extended an invitation 
to ASLA to hold a joint meeting with NMLA in Las Cruces in 1952, 
time and details to be arranged by the two Executive Boards. Miss 
James moved that the Arizona State Library Association accept the 
invitation. The motion was seconded by Mr. Frederick Cromwell, and 
carried. 

The report of the Resolutions Committee was read by Miss 
Lela Burns. 

The slate of officers as presented by the Nominating Committee 
at the first general session was then presented to the Association for 
vote. There being no other nominations from the floor, the slate 
was declared elected for the 1951-52 term. In addition, Miss Gertrude 
James was elected the Association’s Councilor to the American Library 
Association, and Miss Patricia Paylore began the second year of her 
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i two-year term as Second Vice-President and Editor of the ARIZONA 
on LIBRARIAN.

GEORGE GARNER HARVILL 


George Garner Harvill (Mrs. Richard A. Harvill), wife of the 
new President of the University of Arizona, is a former librarian and 
long-time friend of the Arizona State Library Association. Her Ari- 
zona library experience includes super- 
visor of cataloging at the original Davis-’ 
Monthan Air Base (Tucson) Hospital 
library; supervisor of the Good Samari- 
tan Hospital branch of the Phoenix Pub- 
lic Library (1943-44); cataloger of the 
special music collection of the Phoenix 
Public Library (1945); acting catalog 
librarian, University of Arizona (1946); 
and cataloger of the University Library’s 
Thomas Wood Stevens Memorial Thea- 
tre’ Collection (1947). Prior to coming 
to Arizona to live, Mrs. Harvill was a 
collator in the newspaper department of 
Duke University Library and later assist- 
ant cataloger in the same library (1930-36). She has the M.A. degree 
from Duke University (1930). 





Arizona librarians will remember her scholarly account of the 
maze of United Nations documents given at the College and Special 
Libraries Section of ASLA at its 1948 meeting at Phoenix College. 
In addition to her interest in the United Nations and international 
affairs, Mrs. Harvill is active in YWCA work. The two Greek 
students sponsored by the Tucson-Trikkala Committee, who are on 
the University campus, were Mrs. Harvill’s special charges during 
the past academic year. Librarians at the 1951 meeting of the Chil- 
dren’s and Young People’s Section of ASLA will recall seeing Chris 
and Mrs. Harvill in serious attendance. We think these youngsters are 
lucky to see American education and culture through her eyes. 











BIBLIOGRAPHICAL CENTER FOR RESEARCH 


MR. FREDERICK CROMWELL, Librarian, University of Arizona, has 
been appointed a consultant to the Bibliographical Center Committee 
of the Mountain-Plains Library Association, at the invitation of Frank 
Lundy, President of the Association, and Librarian, University of 
Nebraska. The University of Arizona Library is a participating mem- 
ber of the Center. 

At the 1950 meeting of the MPLA held in Salt Lake City, Mr. 
Malcolm Wyer, Librarian, Denver Public Library, stated the case for 
the Bibliographical Center for Research as follows: 

“... There is no need for arguments on the importance 

of cooperation among libraries in a regional area in devel- 

oping a coordinated program of source materials, special 

collections and services. . . - In the Rocky Mountain region 

it has long been recognized that coordination is essential 

because of the weakness of the book facilities in this area. 

It is, therefore, necessary to work closely together so that 

not only the combined library resources are made flexible 

and freely available but that the ability and the experience 

of the librarians themselves may unite in solving the most 

difficult research problems of the entire area. Such coordi- 

nation does not take place of itself but must have wide agree- 
ment, intelligent planning, and competent direction.” 

The Mountain-Plains Library Association subsequently accepted 
and approved a motion that the MPLA endorse the Bibliographical 
Center as its official agency for coordination and urge member 
libraries to support it financially on the basis of financial policy then 
being developed. Later, at the annual meeting of the Center, held in 
Denver in March 1951, it was also the consensus of opinion that 
MPLA should take an active part in the program of the Center 
through the appointment of a regionally representative committee. 

MPLA’s Bibliographical Center Committee will begin its work 
this summer. In his Salt Lake City Conference Report Mr. Wyer 
reviewed the wide-ranging activities of the Center that had developed 
around its union catalog. He suggested the need to explore other 
forms of coordination among the libraries of the region, and it is 
possible that the Committee will follow along this line. Some of the 
foundations of the Committee’s work might be: a study of the out- 
standing special collections in the area; a survey of the most essential 
source materials not available anywhere in the region; a union list of 
microfilms; a plan for the joint purchase of microcard materials; the 
need for a central deposit library for the region. 

Mr. John Eastlick, one-time president of the Arizona State 
Library Association (1938), and now at the Denver Public Library, 
is the Chairman of the Committee. Mr. Lundy is also a former 
Arizona librarian, having been a member of the University of Arizona 
Library staff in 1930-31. 
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UNIVERSITY LIBRARY ACQUIRES UNUSUAL CALDWELL ITEMS 


Erskine Caldwell has presented the University of Arizona Library 
with an unusual collection of his books in foreign languages. Included 
are: All Night Long (Italian), Georgia Boy (French, Portuguese), 
God’s Little Acre (Danish, Dutch), A Hause in the Uplands (Danish, 
Portuguese), Jackpot (Norwegian), Journeyman (Danish, French, 
(talian, Norwegian), The Sure Hand of God (German, Italian, 
French), Tobacco Road (Chinese, French, Hungarian, Spanish), 
Tragic Ground (French, German, Italian, Japanese, Spanish), Trouble 
cn July (Dutch, Norwegian, Swedish ). 
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NEW SCHEDULE OF MEMBERSHIP DUES 


The proposed schedule of membership dues as set forth in the 
January issue of the ARIZONA LIBRARIAN was adopted by a vote of 
the membership at the annual meeting of the Association held in 
Tucson on March 31st. In spite of the opposition expressed (the 
vote was 33 for, 4 against), it is believed that the new scale will not 
impose any hardships, since the maximum is only $4.00. On the 
other hand, it should make it possible for many librarians and part- 
time assistants in the lower salary brackets to become members for 
$1.00. For the vast majority of members, dues will remain $2.00. 


The Executive Board does hope that the institutional membership 
scale will encourage libraries around the state to contribute their 
share of the cost of maintaining the Association in a sound fiscal 
condition. It is not believed that there will be many instances where 
Boards will refuse this expenditure if the librarians will state the 
Association’s case and make it clear that such support is standard 
throughout the country. The Arizona State Library Association now 
meets most of the unofficial requirements for grown-up state associa- 
tions, and it is felt, therefore, that librarians and their libraries should 
accept the responsibilities that go with maturity. SUPPORT YOUR

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NEWS AROUND THE STATE
